I have rated this case 23 C7, meaning that as far as siviujom 
Ness was concerned, the stimulus giving rise to this report couid 
have been something quite ordinary or it could have fallen into the 
category of “cigar-shaped Ufos" reported from many countries and 
which have no ready explanation. In this instance, there is not 
sufficient information to go on, The report we have states, 
"Alaska Air Command informed and will take further investigative 
action," and, "additional data will be forwarded when available". 
To the best of my knowledge the further data were never transmitted, 
This plus the fact that it was reported by one woman out of 4 or 5 
(not 45 as the original report stated) and the fact that t@ was 
observed at the time of the setting sun, leads me to thin 
the sighting might have had a metecorlogical origin.
